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Federal Quota Funds Could Help 


.* Purchase APH Materials For Students 


The federal Act to Promote the Education of the Blind provides funds for accessible educational materials 
for eligible students who meet or function at the definition of blindness. An annual registration of eligible 
students determines a per capita amount of money specifically designated for the purchase of educational 
materials produced by the American Printing House for the Blind (APH). These funds are credited to 
Federal Quota accounts maintained and administered by APH and its Ex Officio Trustees throughout the 
United States and Outlying Areas. 


Who is Eligible? 


While there is no chronological age limit for student Federal Quota Program eligibility; they MUST 
fulfill the following requirements: 


* Meet the definition of blindness (MDB) — a central visual acuity of 20/200 or less (using a Snellen 
chart or an acuity determined in Snellen equivalents) in the better eye with the best correction or a 
peripheral field of vision no greater than 20 degrees 

| OR 

| - Function at the definition of blindness (FDB) — when visual function meets the definition of 
blindness as determined by an eye care specialist (ophthalmologist or optometrist) or other medical 
doctor such as a neurologist. Students in this category manifest unique visual characteristics often 
found in conditions referred to as neurological, cortical, or cerebral visual impairment (e.g., brain injury 
or dysfunction). 


* School-aged students must be enrolled in a formally organized public, private, or nonprofit educational 
program of less than college level on the first Monday in January. 


- Adult students must be registered for at least 12 weeks for a minimum of 20 hours per week of 
documented instruction of less than college level, during the preceding calendar year (the twelve 
weeks do not have to be consecutive). Social and leisure programs do not qualify as instruction; 
however, student practice to develop skills can be included in instructional hours. 


- As of the 2018 census, each infant, preschool, or school-aged student must have a signed parent 
permission form to be registered in the Federal Quota Program, as well as adults with a guardian. 


Who are the Ex Officio Trustees? 

| For each residential school for the blind, state department of education, or agency for the blind that 

| participates in the Federal Quota Program, an Ex Officio Trustee of the American Printing House for the 
' Blind must be designated. Each Ex Officio Trustee is entrusted with the administration of the Federal 

/ Quota Program within his or her system.
